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25X1X 1, Important fortifications ere being built in Istria. From 10 to 17 Jan 48 a 
group of 20 military engiuecrs and afchitects arrived in Pola. Ons group re- 
mained and the other went out into the field. Revorts indicate that fortifica- 
tions are being built and that Pola is being converted into a military base of 
the first order. Sections of an engineer unit have been transferred to Pisinua, 
Portola, Pin Quenti and Villa d'Heveane Eerlies reports announced that engines 
units are still located at Montana, Rozzo, Lippa and Zabioca. 


2. The Pole garrison has an estimeted strength of three thousand soldiers. In 
addition to infantry and marine infantry, it has artillery of all typea, in- 
Gluding antiairoraft. Tank units have been placed in the former Italian schoc!. 
and courtyard. Cosst artillery is located in Pole Bay and Brioni. & coargt 
division is also located on Brioni, and it has been reported thet a radio station 
is there. Antiairoraft units were on the alert during the entire month of 
January 1948, while the coast artillery was continuously practicing loading. 


3. The Capodistria garrison has a strength of three thousand soldiers, In additicr 
to infantry and marine infantry it has various artillery of a smaller salibor 
end an enti-tank detachment. One tank unit has been placed in a former Ttaliar - 
achool., It is beliewed that there are about 1,600 soldiers in the tank unit. 
The tanks are of various types. The scldiers are poorly clothed, poorly fed, cud 
generally exhausted. Discipline is week and a monber of fights have occurred 
among the soldiers, A modern repair shop is included in the equipment. 


4. Prom the FRY, which ia under administration of VudA, all of the arrested civilian: 
have been traneferred to Capodistria, In addition to the main jail, Calcere 
Jdudiciare, there are three aes all full, Arrests are made at night and for 
trifling reasons. 


5 At Antignano there is a amall navel garrison comprising one officer and 10 men, 
who are directly under the command at Fiume. The gerricon's mission ie to act 
as an observation post. Trucks carrying supplies for these men formerly were 
marked “RM” but now bear the army marking "JA", 


6 Villa Decani has a garrison strength of two thousand soldiers, as well as ternkr 
and cavalry, The cavalry patrols the countryside while the tanks patrol the 
roads. Two battalions of KNOd are also part of this garrison, 
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A radio center hus beon placed in Fiuno, along with an automobile battalion 
and auto repair shop. During January Soviet~folish 76 1a artillery was 
observed in Fiuse. Reports indicate also that Soviet artillery officers 

were dressed in Yugoslav uniforms. A large ammunition dump for the Second Army 
4g located at Plaussa. Its comianding officer is a Soviet officer. 


The Zemmik airfield near Zadra has a fi;jhter pilot school and fighter pluncs 


have boea seen on the field. It is bein; expended and a new large airfield, 


which will be ason; the nost ssodern in the country, is bein; built. Under- 
ground gasoline tanks aro being constructed in the vicinity of the ficld. 

Yiork is under direct supervision of Yugoslav engineors, but the chief engineer . 
is a Russians ; 
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
